Sweetheart Held for Her Murder- 
Bruises on Body Indicate That She 
Had Been Run Oicr By 

Baggy. 

Bedford, Ky., Oct. 16. — Tandy Law, 
24 years old, was arrestod today and 
chuTged with the murder of his 16- 
year-old sweetheart, Thelnia Chandler, 
whoso body was found Saturday night 
ou her bud In her home. 

With Law the girl witnessed a base- 
bull game la Sulphur Saturday after- 
noon. He then left with her in a buggy. 

It was lute at night when Samuel 
( handler, the girl's lather, returned 
home. He Investigated to see that all 
of his children were in bed. Thelma 
was dead. 

Her body, fully clothed, had been 
dragged across the floor before it was 
tossed ou the bed. The girl's hat was 
place, her cape was neatly ar- 
ranged ou her, but a corner of tho 
carpet was upturned and chairs had 
been moved from their customary 
places. Evidence was found that she 
ilso had ben dragged across the porch. 

Sunduy ufteruon an autopsy was 
performed. They found brulces on the 
body evidently made, they said, by a 
horse's hoofs and the steol rim of a 
buggy wheel. The victim had suffer- 
ed Internal Injuries and a ruptured 
heart. 

In seeking a motive for the crime, 
investigators learned Law hud been 
calling on the girl for some time, de- 
spite her father's wishes. She, they 
added, soon would have become a 
mother. 

Efforts to trace the girl's move- 
ments from tbe time she left the base- 
ball game so far have ben without suc- 
cess. Law, who lives in Sulphur and 
at times is employed as a maH carrier, 
snid the first news he had of his sweet- 
heart's death was received Sunday 
morniug. At that time he was notified 
that he was wanted for her murder. 

Law declared he left the Chandler 
home at 6 o'clock. Bloodhounds were 
used Sunday in an effort to determine 
whether the girl was thrown from a 
buggy, and nt what point in the road.

Special Investigator To Be Assigned 
To Unravel Murder of New 
Jersey Minister and Wife 
Of Ills Sexton. 

New Brunswick, N. J., Oct 16.-^A 
hired gang of experienced crlmnals, 
led by an expert gunman and accom- 
panied by a wom.in who hated the sex- 
ton's wife, but loved the pastor, con- 
ducted the doublo murder of Rer. Eld- 
ward Wheler Hall and Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills ou September 14, la the belief of 
a majority of those Investigating the 
case.

HUMAN RIGHTS 

Probably the attorney lor the striking railroad hhoperafts did 
not realize it, but was arguing against his own ease when he asserted 
before the Unuited States Court at Chicago that "the right* of human 
beings are more important to preserve than the sacred rights of in- 
terstate commerce." 

Of course, the attorney for the strikers intended to convey the 
thought that his clients are the "human beings" whose rights must 
be placed above the rights of interstate commerce, but the ordinary 
reader will make a broader application of the term. There arc 
something like 110,000.000 human beings in the United States, and 
only a few thousands of them belong to the shoperafts. Less than 
3.000,000 of them work on the railroads in every capacity. Now, if 
we are to put the rights of human being above the rights of interstate 
commerce, is it not inevitable that the rights of 107,000,000 shall be 
placed above the alleged rights of 3,000,000 ? 

The human beings who make up the bulk of the population of 
the country have a right to travel, they have a right to send their 
products to market, they have a right to a continuous supply of the 
necessaries of life. The right of any man to quit is a right no one has 
denied. But there are more than a hundred million people who will 
deny the right of those who quit to prevent other men from working. 
While we are talking about the rights of human beings, let's con- 
sider the rights of the workers as well as the rights of the quitters. 

Interstate emomeree has no sacred rights, but people who de- 
pend upon interstate commerce for comfort, health and even life 
itself, have snored rights— right which the striking shoperafts sought 
to deny. Those are the human rights which the law must and will 
uphold. 

In the same sentence in which he made the plea for human rights, 
the attorney for the strikers asserted that "constitutional rights 
must be preserved, commerce or no commerce." There, again, he 
unwitingly presented the argument for the 107,000.000 instead of 
the 3,000,000 as lie intended. Among constitutional rights is the 
right of life, liberty and pursuit of happiness. The shoperafts ex- 
ercised their constitutional right to quit, and then went further and 
denied the constitutional right of other men to take their jobs. It 
is the constitutional right of the people of the country to have food 
and clothing and uninterrupted transportation. That constitutional 
right, to use the language of the attorney for the strikers, "must 
be preserved." 

But those two instances in which the shopcraft attorney made a 
plea for his clients that is really a plea against them, are not the 
only particulars in which arguments, when fully analyzed, fail of 
their purpose. At the same time that he was pleading for the up- 
holding of constitutional provisions, other labor leaders were de- 
manding amendments to the Constitution in order that unlawful 
interference with human rights may not be enjoined Radical labor 
leaders appeal to the Constitution whenever it suits their self inter- 
est so to do, but as vehemently condemn it when it protects the rights 
of all the pople against their own assaults.

BUSINESS LETTER. 



The New York Chemical National 
Bank's bulletin says: 

An analysis of the present economic 
situation reveals unquestionable Indi- 
cations that business has entered a 
period of Increased activity, and that 
an appreciation of values in the com- 
modity markets is under way. This la 
evidenced by the pronounced rise In 
the price level which has occurred In 
the past few months In contrast to a 
continued decline during the preced- 
ing year and a half. The fact that con- 
fidence as to future values has been to 
a large degree restored Is demonstrat- 
ed also In the strength of the New 
York Stock Market In the face of the 
recent labor disturbances and a seri- 
ous European situation. 

Of the force* at work tending to 
bring about an Increased volume of 
business and higher prices, the most 
important is the enormous supply of 
credit available for industry and com- 
merce, due primarily to the unprece- 
dented amount of gold at present in 
the country. It is estmiated that the 
volume of business being done today 
at tho present price level Is utilizing 
only one-third of the potential supply 
of credit. The increased cost of pro- 
iuctlon of articles of manufacture due 
to a higher wago scale and the en- 

anced value of raw materials also 
obviously tends to raise the price of 
the finished product. Other forces 
which will tend to effect a rise In 
commodity values are tho increased 
purchasing power of the farmer and 
the wage earner due to bumper crops 
and a shortage of labor; the recent 
tariff law which increases the price of 
Importations of both raw materials 
and the manufactured products; and 
finally the speculation which ine.it- 
ably accompanies a rising commodity 
market. Increased volume of trnding 
will bo accentuated both by the fact 
that Inventories have been pretty well 
liquidated and that the ultimate con- 
sumer, who has deliberately postpon- 

<1 purchases not of an absolutely ne- 
cessary nature during tho period of 
falliner prices, will Immediately supply 
'lis accumulated needs when he is con- 
vinced that the market Is rising.
